Improved activities for young 
people at community centre

THINGS are looking up 
for young people in 
Crewkerne searching for 
new things to do. 

After moving into The 
George Reynolds Centre 
in November, Active 
Learning & Skills (ALS), 
a not-for-profit organisa¬ 
tion, is now increasing the 
range of opportunities and 
profile of all three 
evenings on offer to young 
people in Crewkerne. 

The sessions all have a 
different focus, geared to¬ 
wards the different age 
groups. Mondays are cur¬ 
rently offering a chilled- 
out TeenZone session for 
those aged 13 plus, from 
7.30 to 9.30pm, inclduing 
great value burgers, hot 
dogs, pizza and much 
more from Frankies cafe, 
as well as a free pool table, 
music, Xbox and Kinect, 
PlayStation 3 and Wii con¬ 
soles, with many of the lat¬ 
est and most popular 
games. 

After Easter, this session 
will move to a new slot on 
Thursdays. 

Wednesdays see The 
Buzz, running from 7pm to 
9 pm for those in school 
years 7 and 8 (11 to 13 
year olds). This includes a 
balance of activities, 
sports, games, challenges, 
cooking and crafts, with 
some of the TeenZone re¬ 
sources also available. 

Fun Time Friday makes 
for a great start to the 
weekend for school years 
3 to 6 (7 to 11 year olds). 
This high-energy session 
includes lots of games, 
arts, crafts and sports 
packed into a two hour 
session from 6.15pm to 
8.15pm every Friday dur¬ 
ing term-time. 

Common to all sessions 
is the chance for teenagers 
to help run activities and 
have a say in how things 
are done, alongside more 
experienced staff. 

Executive Director of 
ALS, Pete May, said : 
“We’ve found this ap¬ 
proach really keeps the 
sessions relevant and in 
touch with what young 
people want. It’s great for 
the young people who 
come to sessions, but also 


massively positive for the 
volunteers. 

“Through volunteering 
they have fun, learn skills, 
increase confidence, have 
an option to gain qualifica¬ 
tions and have help finding 
work and become part of a 
great team - but most of 
all, they have the great sat¬ 
isfaction of making a dif¬ 
ference for others in their 
community.” 

The success of this ap¬ 
proach, has seen ALS win 
awards from the district 
council for its work in 
Crewkerne, Chard, Ilmin- 
ster and South Petherton. 

In Crewkerne, the serv¬ 
ices are supported and 
made possible by the town 
council, which leads the 
funding, planning and de¬ 
velopment of services with 
ALS. 

Mr May added that being 
based at the George 
Reynolds Centre was 
bringing other benefits too. 
He said good links with 
local sports clubs should 
see sports taster sessions 
and trials being added to 
the youth programme. 
With lighter evenings 
coming, use of the sports 
fields will see many more 
options for young people 
involved. 

County councillor John 
Dyke, who recently helped 
the town get a boost in 
funding for youth provi¬ 
sion, and the Mayor of 
Crewkerne, Councillor 
Robin Pailthorpe, paid a 
visit to one of the Wednes¬ 
day sessions to see for 
themselves how they are 
working 

Councillor Dyke com¬ 
mented: “The intention of 
our visit was to draw atten¬ 
tion to the facilities pro¬ 
vided at the centre for the 
towns young people. 

“I was very pleased to 
have secured £50,000 from 
the county council so that 
a really successful youth 
service could be provided 
in Crewkerne. This would 
not have been possible had 
the town council not built 
this superlative new build¬ 
ing and provided ongoing 
finances in its budget so 
that the Youth Service in 
our town had a sustainable 


future.” 

The mayor added: “I per¬ 
sonally put huge store in 
providing decent facilities 
for the youth of Crewk¬ 
erne and surrounding vil¬ 
lages. It is really great to 


see youngsters enjoying 
themselves in the George 
Reynolds Centre. A won¬ 
derful new building which 
the town council has cre¬ 
ated for all sections of our 
community.”

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Tangled bird causes a 
scene in town centre 


SHOPPERS in Ilminster 
looked on with curiosity 
on Tuesday afternoon, as 
Ilminster Fire Brigade ar¬ 
rived in town and erected 
a long ladder against the 
Old Bank Building in East 
Street. 

With no smoke emanat¬ 
ing or alarms going the 
site seemed puzzling until 
a firefighter descended 
from the ladder with a yel¬ 
low bag, which was 
quickly passed to a wait¬ 
ing RSPCA officer.

Art group enjoys talk on Lowry 


THE Neroche Decorative and Fine Arts 
Society enjoyed a lecture on well-recog¬ 
nised northern artist L.S. Lowry by art ex¬ 
pert Michael Howard recently. 

While the critic Brian Sewell described 
Lowry as “the pits” - reflecting the fact 
that the English art establishment was 
never impressed by his work - Mr 
Howard (pictured right) convinced his au¬ 
dience that Lowry was in fact unique and 
one of the 20th century’s great painters. 

Known for his paintings of the industrial 
landscapes of the north of England, 
Lowry produced stylised pictures of 
coalmines, factories, lamposts, mills, ter¬ 
raced houses and slender, faceless human 
figures, mostly painted around Pendle- 
bury and Salford near Manchester in the 
1930s. 

He achieved fame and success only in 
his late 50 s after a lifetime living with his 
parents and working first as a rent collec¬ 


tor, then as a cashier but always nursing a 
passion for art and a desire to make his 
mark in the art world. 

Mr Howard argued that Lowry was one 
of the great painters of the human condi¬ 
tion, a visionary artist who painted not 
only the industrial north west but also 
magnificent landscapes and seascapes, all 
of them masterpieces. 

The talk included wide ranging exam¬ 
ples of the artist’s work and plenty of in¬ 
teresting facts about his technique. Lowry, 
for example, always used a white base for 
his paintings, cutting through layers of 
colour in order to reveal the white beneath 
and bring a clarity and sharpness to the 
pictures. 

He also used a very limited colour 
palette - blocks of dirty reds, yellows and 
blues mixed with white and black - and 
painted invariably between 11pm and 
3am, while listening to classical music.

Hence I have to agree that whilst 
Gavin Williams' high footed attempt 
to get the ball, similar to Nani's recent 
red card, was enthusiastic not mali¬ 
cious after just 30 seconds, he did 
catch Nathan Thompson in the chest, 
and deserved a booking.

caught Williams on the back of his 
head with his knee with an aggres¬ 
sive assault from behind, in my mind 
possibly deserving a red card, but 
earned no more than a talking to 
from Stroud. 

Stroud then appeared to com¬ 
pound the situation by quite rightly 
booking the Robins defender two 
minutes later, for a much less innocu¬ 
ous tackle from behind. 

I watched the game on TV next 
morning and was amazed that the 
commentators Bill Leslie and former 
Wolves striker Don Goodman saw 
nothing wrong with Thompson's aer¬ 
ial assault. 

The way footballers are protected 
by dumbed down rules that hardly 
allow any contact, I must say I was 
mystified at their comments. 

Even in my playing days in the 60s 
and 70s when you were allowed to 
tackle, I think it would have be pe¬ 
nalised. 

Let's hope the defeat hasn't 
knocked the player's confidence too 
much and they can pick it up and at 
least win a play-off place.
